Vandals Smash Coffin 
Of Sikeston’s Founder 


Vandal* recently smashed in the 
coffin of John Sikes by dropping 
the headstone of his grave onto it, 
The Standard learned 
Saturday. 
An oval glass and a fourth of the 
metal casket w’ere broken. 
The 
stone lay on the remains of Sikes’ 
body. 
The Sikes’ private burial is one 
situated south of 
Greer 
avenue 
and a block east of Kmgshighway. 
I.and owned by Tancr Dye sur­ 
rounds it. 
The grave of John Sikes is the 
only one of several in the 
plot 
which is not covered whth earth 
in the manner employed now for 
interment. 
Instead, 
the 
old- 
fashioned coffin—rounded on top, 
curved roughly in a body's shape, 
and fitted with a oval glass above 
the face—had been placed in a 
deep hole walled with brick. The 
lower sides of the coffin were im­ 
bedded in 
earth, 
and 
at 
the 
ground level far above, a marble 
slab closed the opened space. The 
headstone, 
reading 
“Father”, 
stood at the head of the grave. 
For many years, curious 
peo­ 
ple have moved the 
slab 
fre­ 
quently to look at the coffin and 
at Sikes’ skull, 
visible 
through 
the glass, but never before 
had 


the grave been molested further. 
The vandalism is 
undoubtedly 
the wmrk of boys, and 
there 
is 
good reason to believe they lifted 
the headstone from its place, car­ 
ried it a few feet, and dropped it 
onto the coffin rather than 
that 
the headstone 
became 
dislodged 
accidentally and fell.
